The
blarney about southern chivalry and hospitality, which toad-
eating tourists from the north have published as the quid
pro ¦jut) of n fortnight's gratuitous entertainment, will p.is-
lor wnat it is svorth with those who by long personal. bserva-
ii..a have probed the character of the great mass of southern
I.pie to the bottom. An impatience of constitutional, legal
and moral restraint, whenever they interfere with thegratifi-
saiion of predominant passions, is characteristic of the whole
south. A reference t* the debates in Congress is sufficiuni
to pla.-e this mailer beyond dispute. While southern politi¬
cians hesitate not to display in the halls of Congress their
rancorous and illiberal prejudices and false accusationsag iii -i

every thing northern, it is fitting that northern men should
understand the true character of their assailnnts. Suspicion
is the governing principle with ignorance, and the mos of n

handful of fanatics, are visited upon the whole north, and the
most absurd notions of northern character ami motives, cher¬
ished und persisted in with a blindness and pertinacity, w hich
ignorance ami malice ran alone produce.
